ing their flig ht—the article to be written by so me 
$40-a-week newspaperman, the sig ning to be do ne 
by them. 
They refused. 
The article wanted was 
no t theirs to sell. 
They are In the service o f the 
United States g o vernment, spo nso r o f the flig ht, 
and the results o f the flig ht are the g o vernment’s. 
The sum Lieutenants Maitland and Heg enberg er 
refused y esterday was but o ne small part o f the 
to tal they mig ht have fo r the asking , were they 
willing no w to do ff the unifo rm and capitalize fo r 
themselves the result o f their g reat ex plo it. 
It is 
pertinent no w to ask w hat the g o vernment do es to 
reward this lo y alty to the service. 
We must realize at o nce, o f co urse, that the men 
o f the service are no t co ncerned with mo ney re­ 
wards alo ne: and we m ust admit, to o , that pro bably 
Lieutenants Maitland and Heg enberg er wo uld be the 
last to co mplain, no w, th at the mo ney rewards are 
no t g reat eno ug h. 
Quite aside fro m that, ho wever, 
the fact remains that adequate salaries and allo w­ 
ances must be held o ut by arm y and navy air serv­ 
ices, if men to fo llo w the traditio n o f Maitland, He­ 
g enberg er, By rd, Ro g ers, 
Read, 
Kelly , 
Macready 
and the o thers are to be attracted 
to 
the service 
co nsistently in the y ears to co me. 
Maitland and Heg enberg er sho wed so mething be­ 
sides 
co urag e. 
They 
ex hibited 
a 
hig h o rder o f 
technical kno wledg e and skill. In their line o f wo rk 
they are qualified, and have been fo r y ears, as first- 
rate men. 
They sho uld no t be kept within a g o o d 
bo o kkeeper’s salary and co mpelled to take the rest 
o f their pay in medals and citatio ns. 
F irst-rate 
abilities are no t wo n and retained by such a scheme. 
This applies no t o nly to pilo ts and navig ato rs, but 
to the best o f the purely technical ex perts in the 
service, who —unkno wn to the public, and sharing 
no ne o f the ho no rs heaped upo n the fly ing men— 
co ntribute so essentially to every successful air ex ­ 
plo it. 
These men in the service are under a handi­ 
cap which the free-lance o r co mmercial aviato rs es­ 
cape—the handicap o f a traditio nal, ro utine, hig hly 
bureaucratic administratio n. 
"The army sy stem" 
with its files and numbers and precedents may be 
necessary in the co nduct o f affairs purely military . 
Ir is no t necessary , and it Is no t co nstructive, with 
reference to this co untry ’s enterprises in military o r 
naval aviatio n pro g ress. 
The y o ung lieutenants turned do wn the $10,000 
o ffer as tho ug h a $10,000 purse were an every -day 
m atter in the army . 
This is by no means the case. 
Hereto fo re, at least, the o nly kno wn fo rmula fo r an 
army lieutenant’s co llecting $10,000 "at a whack,’’ 
was to g et himself bumped o ff and perm it his heirs 
to co llect the insurance.

The Fianna Fail, headed by De Valera, is still a 
minority party . 
But there is no clear majority in 
th- parliament, so a new ministry is ex pected. 
What part De Valera and his uncompromising 
followers, demanding complete independence for Ire­ 
land, will take in the new gov ernment is not y et cer­ 
tain. 
They may continue to bar themselv es from 
public office by refusing to take the oath of allegi­ 
ance to the Irish Republic. 
In that case, remaining 
outside, there would be possibility of a new civ il 
war. 
The best thing for Ireland, apparently , would be 
the entrance of the De Valera group into the Irish par­ 
liament as a minority ev er ready to criticise and as­ 
sert its own principles, but co-operating in the gen­ 
eral work of gov ernment.

Roger Ward Babson, one of the best known of 
the world’s statisticians and economists, is by edu­ 
cation and ex perience well equipped to judge of 
what the future has in store for California. 
At a meeting of the most prominent business men 
of San Francisco, held one day this week, Mr. Bab­ 
son predicted that California is destined to become 
the greatest state in the union. 
"If statistics mean any thing,” said Mr. Babson,

"The first of these is because people like to liv e 
in California. 
Bank clearings, railroad earnings and 
foreign trade are mere thermometers of the growth 
of a city , not fundamental causes. 
Business is good 
or bad according to the desire of the people.

world is ruled by feelings and the desires of the 
people alone will make California. 
"The second reason is the great agricultural ad­ 
v antage of the coast. 
The middle west is declining. 
As a nation increases its capital the demand for

Co ming do wn thro ug h the ag es, 
he tells ho w their g o ds were adapt­ 
ed to ever arising relig io ns, and 
ex plains "W hat Happened—’’ in In­ 
dia, China, Persia, Israel, Euro pe 
and Arabia, tracing the beg inning 
and g ro wth o f each im po rtant re­ 
lig io n in turn. 
No bias is sho wn—eve a in his 
descriptio n o f the rise o f C hristian­ 
ity altho ug h in the latter, the ut­ 
mo st o f reverence is evident.. Co n­ 
fucianism, Tao ism, Buddhism, J u­ 
daism,—all are described enlig ht- 
ening ly and calmly , with due im ­ 
po rtance g iven tho se ancient scho l­ 
ars who se investig atio ns and 
be­ 
liefs g ave rise to new relig io us 
mo vements.
